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Technical Fitness of BQFIMD Xnatallation 



1. The many technical considerations related to the radio broad- 
casting facilities installed on BQFIEMD were carefully studied by 
engineers of the Communications Division at the tine the project see 
proposed* As then evaluated, the project was technically feasible 
providing broadcasts on Medium frequencies were confined to darkness 
hours* An opportunity to judge the accuracy of this prediction was 
afforded during the vessel's shake-down last December. The measured 
field-strength over a 1*00 mile path confirmed the calculated values* 

By coincidence, the shake-down tests were made in near gale conditions 
off Cape Hatteres with heavy seas running, which did not reduce the 
effectiveness of the broadcasts.
